Opening the doors 
on Ely’s new 
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Public toilets c rife 
with drug activity’ 



BOOKWORMS: celebrate World Book Night and discover more about Ely 
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ELY’S public toilets are “rife” with 
drug activity - and furious locals are 
demanding action. 

Shopkeepers and residents say the 
city’s public loos, particularly the ones 
at Sacrist Gate and Palace Green, are 
being plagued by drug addicts and 
alcoholics. 

Police say they regularly patrol the 
area and that they are unaware of any 
issues at present. 

But residents say the toilets, which 
are in the grounds of Ely Cathedral 
and managed by the district council, 
are becoming a “no-go area”. 

One shopkeeper, whose business is 
located near to the Sacrist Gate toilets, 
said: “Drug addicts are using these 
toilets to get their next fix and nothing 
seems to be happening about it. 

“We can see what’s happening on a 
daily basis. You can see from the state 
of them when they leave there what’s 
gone on inside them. It’s disgusting. 

“It’s all very well police saying they’re 
dealing with it but this has been an 
issue for some time now and it seems 
to be getting worse.” 

Earlier this month, a man was found 
dead in the toilets at Sacrist Gate. An 
inquest has been opened. 

Michael Goodge, of Broad Street, 
said: “I walk through the city centre 
regularly and I see what a massive 
issue there is with the toilets in the 
cathedral grounds. 

“They are rife with drug users and

alcoholics. Drug addicts taking drugs 
in their own homes is one thing but 
doing it in public toilets where people 
of all ages are present is something 
else, and something the police need to 
be taking much more seriously. 

“Not only that, these toilets are the 
nearest ones for tourists who are visit¬ 
ing the cathedral to use.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Police said: “We do patrol the Sacrist 
Gate and Palace Green area as part of 
routine. However we are not aware of 
any issues there at present.” 

They urge people who see suspicious 
activity to call 101.

Opening the doors 
on Ely’s new hotel 


IT’S the talk of the town and this 
week the Weekly News was lucky 
enough to be given an exclusive 
tour of Ely’s eagerly-awaited 
new boutique hotel.

Mr Toulson-Burke said: “We’ve 
got a black, grey and white theme 
throughout and each room is 
going to look exactly as luxurious 
as we wanted it. 

“The free-standing copper 
baths are a real statement piece 
and we’re confident guests are 
going to love them. 

“Boutique hotels are different 
in that everything is carefully 
selected and designed, and eve¬ 
rything in Poet’s House is just 
that - even our headboards have 
been handmade.”

‘Fierce’ fire in village workshop was accidental 


THE cause of a “fierce” fire 
which spread through a work¬ 
shop has been confirmed as 
accidental. 

Firefighters from Ely, Soham 
and Newmarket were called to 
Vale Lodge Workshops in Carter 
Street, Fordham, after a blaze 
broke out in a single-storey 


workshop there. 

The inferno happened at 
around 2.30pm on Tuesday, 
April 16. 

A spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service said: “This was a 
fierce fire involving the entire 
building, which was a single 


storey building and workshop 
measuring 10m by 15m. 

“Firefighters used two hose 
reels, one jet and one hydrant to 
extinguish the fire. 

“Crews returned to their sta¬ 
tions by 4.40pm. 

“The cause of the fire was acci¬ 
dental, by person.” 
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12th century ‘gate’ 
among dig treasures

A STONE wall which is 
believed to date back to the 
12th century has been dis¬ 
covered by archaeologists in 
the grounds of Ely Cathedral. 

An archaeological dig has 
recently concluded on a small 
parcel of land adjacent to The 
Almonry restaurant, which is 
nestled in the cathedral 
grounds, and experts have 
revealed that a fascinating 
wealth of finds were discov¬ 
ered. 

They unearthed evidence of 
Etheldreda’s Gate, a stone 
wall which dates back to the 
early 12th century, and is 
likely to have been built to 
protect the monastery. 

Pottery dating back to even 
the 10th century was also dis¬ 
covered from around the 
time when Hereward held on 
to the Isle of Ely against the 
Norman invaders. 

The dig has been carried out 
by Pre-Construct 

Archaeology as the owner of 
The Almonry, Mick Blakey, 
recently applied for planning 
permission to build on the 
land by extending the restau¬ 
rant. 

A spokesman for Pre- 
Construct Archaeology said: 
“We have found that this gate, 
also known as the Gate of 
Monks, was built across a 
much earlier ditch, which 
had a strong bank inside it, 
protected by large posts set in 
holes. 

“This was presumably the 
defence of the monastery 
before the building of the 
stone gate, and the pottery 
from it suggests a date in the 
10th or 11th century, perhaps 
the time when Hereward held 
on to the Isle of Ely against 
the Norman invaders.”

The dig has now been com¬ 
pleted but further catalogu¬ 
ing will have to take place 
before building work on the 
restaurant extension, which 
has been granted planning 
permission, can begin. 

Mr Blakey said: “It’s fasci¬ 
nating what the archaeolo¬ 
gists have found. 

“It’s obviously delayed the 
building project by some 
time but we can get over 
that.” 

The restaurant extension 
will include a new, larger 
kitchen and an improved 
entrance path. 



Aled Jones’ concert in 
Ely is cancelled - again 


WELSH singer Aled fones was forced 
to cancel his concert in Ely this week 
due to ill health. 

The star was meant to perform at 
Ely Cathedral on Tuesday night but 
his managers announced on 
Monday that the event had been 
called off. 

Kara McCabe, a spokeswoman for 
Aled, said: “Unfortunately Aled 
Jones has had to cancel his concerts 
in Norwich, Ely, Derby, York and 
Salisbury due to an ongoing illness. 

“Whilst preparing and practising 
his for his tour it has reactivated his 
severe chest infection and inflamed 
vocal chords. Aled has also devel¬ 
oped tonsillitis during this time. 

“On doctor’s orders, it has been 
advised to cancel these five shows 
until he is well enough to perform.” 

It is the second time Aled has been

forced to cancel a concert at Ely 
Cathedral. He was due to perform 
last October but the concert had to 
be re-scheduled due to his work 
commitments. 

Ely Cathedral says it is in “ongoing 
discussions” with the tour organis¬ 
ers, SJM Concerts, about re-arrang¬ 
ing the concert.

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More people speak 
out over attacks 
in Ely Country Park 


MORE dog walkers have come 
forward to say they have been 
attacked by people in Ely’s 
Country Park area. 

They say they feel “intimi¬ 
dated” and “vulnerable” - and 
they insist police are aware of 
what is happening. 

It comes after the Weekly 
News reported last week that 
people were being confronted 
by “aggressive” people when 
out walking their dogs in the 
early mornings in Pocket Park 
and Roswell Pits area. 

Police said they were not 
aware of any incidents, and 
that local officers regularly 
patrol the area, but residents 
claim at least two local people 
have been attacked. 

Residents also say men have 
been caught shooting geese 
and catching and eating fish 
in the area, and that police are 
“ignoring it all”. 

One resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “How 
dare the police say they are 
not aware of any of the goings- 
on that were reported in the 
Weekly News. 

“They are 100 per cent aware 
but are ignoring it all, which 
has got to stop. 

“These people are making us 
feel vulnerable and if action 
isn’t taken soon, Ely’s beauty 


spots will soon be too danger¬ 
ous for local people to go to.” 

Another reader said: “It is 
true that dog walkers are 
being intimidated by these 
aggressive people as I can 
speak from experience. 

“I confronted them about 
two months ago and they set 
their dogs onto mine. It was 
horrendous and I only go into 
the country park in the middle 
of the day now when I know 
plenty of other people will be 
around. 

“These people are also rab¬ 
biting, they are hunting wild¬ 
fowl, they are catching and 
eating fish from the rivers and 
nothing is being done. 

“When are the police going 
to stop letting them rule the 
roost over us locals?” 

Cambridgeshire Police insist 
no such incidents have been 
reported to them and they 
urge people to report any inci¬ 
dents by calling 999 or 101.

Boat tour guide’s 
micro-pub plans 


AMBITIOUS plans to open Ely’s 
first ever micro-pub have now 
been submitted. 

The Weekly News revealed last 
month that there were plans to 
open a micro-pub in Forehill, 
and now the proposals have 
been lodged with East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The man behind the plans is 
Martin McKeever, who runs the 
popular Liberty Belle tours along 
the River Great Ouse in Ely. 

Mr McKeever wants to turn 
29A, Forehill, the former ladies 
clothing store, Mayer, into the 
micro-pub and call it ‘Liberty 
Belle Micro-pub’. 

In a statement to planners, he 
said: “The intention here is to 
convert the existing, disused 
retail premises into an attractive 
cafe/bar in the style of a micro¬ 
pub. 

“The focus will be to provide an

attractive environment that will 
offer customers an ever-chang¬ 
ing menu of hand-crafted real 
ales from local brewers. 

“We do not intend to sell lagers, 
but will offer wine, soft drinks 
and coffee. 

“The aim of the micro-pub is to 
offer a venue where the discern¬ 
ing drinker can enjoy fine ale 
and conversation. 

“We will not have video 
screens or gambling 
machines but will offer 
quality newspapers 
and BBC Radio 4.” 

As previously report¬ 
ed, the popular river 
tours on Liberty Belle 
stopped in 2010 after 
Stephen King, the owner 
of Fenland River Cruises, 


died suddenly. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council then launched an 
appeal for people to come for¬ 
ward to run the river cruises and 
Mr McKeever has hosted them 
ever since. 

It is thought Mr McKeever 
would like to tie the micro-pub 
in with the river tours and offer 
certain packages for locals and 
tourists alike, something which 
locals say they are excited about. 

Mr McKeever said: “We feel 
such a venue will add greatly 
to the locality and offer 
something new and 
exciting to the town.” 
Micro-pubs are 
becoming more and 
more popular in the 
UK and the nearest 
one to Ely is in 
Willingham.

‘More facilities needed’ for seasonal workers 


MAJOR agricultural firm G’s Fresh 
says it needs to build more accom¬ 
modation for its ever-growing num¬ 
ber of seasonal workers. 

The massive fresh produce compa¬ 
ny, based in Barway, built Wings 
Hostel in Lark Bank, Prickwillow, in 
2003 to house its hundreds of work¬ 
ers who arrive from far and wide 
during harvest. 

Now bosses have applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council for 
planning permission to expand Wings 
Hostel by building 14 new cabin-style 
sleeping units, two kitchen units, two 


toilet units and three shower units. 

In a statement to planners, they 
said: “Due to the expansion of the 
company in the past 10 years there 
has been a rising demand for accom¬ 
modation for our seasonal staff. 

“In order to save the rising trans¬ 
port costs, a proposal to set up 
Wings Hostel was put into action. 
Since 2003 we have been successful 
in complying with all the regulations 
and to our knowledge we have had 
no complaints from the local commu¬ 
nity, whilst accommodating over 200 
seasonal staff. 


“The new cabins/premises will be 
used as sleeping accommodation by 
seasonal staff living on site on a 
temporary basis for a period from 
June 1 to August 30. 

“The facilities created by this devel¬ 
opment shall be removed after the 
intended use and all the cabins will 
be painted externally to create a uni¬ 
fied appearance.” 

The decision lies with planners at 
the district council and could be 
made within eight weeks.

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Shop plans 
approved 

PLANS to revamp two listed buildings in 
Ely city centre have been approved. 

Rannerlow Ltd, which owns 7-9 
Market Place, the former Morlands shop 
and Ely Auction Rooms, applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council for plan¬ 
ning permission to refurbish the vacant 
premises in January. 

The proposals have now been 
approved and will see a new dormer 
window being fitted into the second 
floor of number 7 and a new entrance 
door being installed to number 9. The 
buildings, which are both Grade II listed, 
will also be refurbished throughout. 

In a statement to planners, the appli¬ 
cants said: “The application seeks to 
regenerate the existing auction room 
into an accessible shop unit and to 
restore the existing upper levels, while 
still retaining all the character of the list¬ 
ed building.” 

Work must commence within three 
years.

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AN outdoor activity centre 
which was saved from closure 
by a local charity has now re¬ 
opened to the public. 

The future of Mepal Outdoor 
Centre looked bleak last year as it 
faced closure due to a lack of 
funds. 

The business had fallen into a 
serious state of debt and trustees 
werehopingEastCambridgeshire 
District Council would loan 
them £85,000 - but the authority 
refused, insisting it had lent 
them enough over the years. 

Cambridgeshire ACRE, a chari¬ 
ty based in Littleport, then 
stepped in to help. 

The charity teamed up with the 
management committee and 
trustees, and together over the 
last five months they have 
worked to safeguard the future 
of the centre. 

Alison Brown, head of business 
services at Cambridgeshire 
ACRE, said: “Mepal Outdoor 
Centre is now open again and 
delivering adventurous activities 
to children, young people and 
adults of all ages. 

“During the time the centre has 
been closed, a lot of hard work 
has gone on behind the scenes. 

“The board of the charitable 
trust that runs the centre have 


worked together to draw up a 
business plan for the future, a 
new staff team has been recruit¬

A fascinating insight into a slice of Ely history 

THE Vernon Cross Room at Ely Museum was 
packed out on Thursday, April 4, for a fascinating 
illustrated talk by Annabel Reddick on the history 
of Burrows. 

When James Burrows opened his first shop in 
Ely’s Buttermarket the city’s population was less 
than 8,000. 

For well over 100 years the shop, now in the High 
Street, has been the village pump: if the story was 
going to appear in the Ely Weekly News then you’d 
almost certainly hear it over the counter at Burrows 
first. 

The photo shows that first site, now part of 
Zelley’s, and the area is still instantly recognisable. 
From the Buttermarket the shop moved to a High 
Street site opposite Clinton Cards (when James 
Burrows also ran a St Mary’s Street tea shop) and 
then to its current site in the early 1930s. 

Annabel’s talk ranged through her family’s 
involvement with the city, the trials and tribula¬ 
tions it went through to ensure that newspapers 
were delivered in the worst of the weather, as well 
as reminding its attentive audience about charac¬ 
ters like Snakey.... any trouble in the shop and 
Snakey’s stick would come thudding down on the 
counter. It might have shocked the growing 
Annabel but it deterred any criminal activity. 

More than anything Annabel’s talk was of a fami¬ 
ly that’s still a vital part of the city. Long may they 
continue.

FASCINATING: Burrows, in the

Look elsewhere for boathouse: 
this is not the right place 

CAMBRIDGE University Boat Club’s plans to 
build a big new boat house on the river just 
north of Ely have proved incredibly unpopular. 
Of the 200 people who have sent in comments 
to the council more than eight out of ten 
objected. 

The proposal - to build a new clubhouse with 
a caretakers’s flat and dormitories - threatens 
the habitat of bitterns, marsh harriers, otters, 
and water voles, and lies within Ely Wildspace. 

What little support there is for the develop¬ 
ment comes largely from outside the area. 

Overall, 224 people either objected or sup¬ 
ported the proposal. This is a lot of responses 
and reflects, we think, the importance of the 
site, to wildlife and the environment, amongst 
local residents. 

Of the 224 who expressed a view 181 (81%) 
objected to the development. This proportion 
was higher in East Cambs (87% of 116 respons¬ 
es) and the rest of Cambridgeshire (84% of 70 
responses). Even in Ely, whose people are sup¬ 
posed to benefit, we are told, 84% objected. 

Of those commenting from outside the coun¬ 
ty a majority still objected - 55% of the 38 
responses. 

We trust that planners and councillors will 
note the strength of this response, and the evi¬ 
dence that most local people do not want this 
set of buildings on the proposed site at Fore 
Mill Wash. There are other sites and we hope 
the Boat Club will now examine them more 
closely.

What benefit to our city? 

I AM a local resident of many years and during 
that time have watched rowers and wildlife 
happily share stretches of the River Ouse 
around Ely. 

If the Cambridge University Boat Club 
(CUBC) planning application is successful, my 
concern will be less about a new boathouse on 
the river, but more about the lack of communi¬ 
ty benefit for Ely. 

I am sure local residents will welcome and be 
proud that the CUBC wants to build in our 
area. However, despite the kudos of having a 
prestigious university rowing club in the local¬ 
ity, I understand that local Planning regula¬ 
tions will not require the CUBC to make a 
financial contribution through the 
Community Infrastructure Levy. This means 
there will be no financial benefit to Ely. Is it 
not, therefore, unreasonable to think that Ely 
should expect and receive some other form of 
community benefit if the new CUBC boat¬ 
house development goes ahead? 

If the Environment Agency who, I under¬ 
stand, sold the land to the CUBC was following 
its own published guidance on recreation 
enshrined in the 1995 Environment Act, when 
it sold the land at Fore Mill Wash it would sure¬ 
ly have envisaged some community benefit for 
the site. 

As I also understand from recent comments 
made by the CUBC in the press, it suggests that 
their idea of community benefit is to offer a 
lease to the Isle of Ely Rowing Club on a parcel 
of land adjacent to their new facilities. This is 
to be welcomed and would allow the Isle of Ely 
Rowing Club to apply for planning permission 
to build its own boathouse. However, from 
comments posted on the District Council 
Planning website, it would appear there is a 
downside because the lease proposed by the 
CUBC comes with a commercial value rent. 

For a small club trying to raise funds for a new 
boathouse, an unsubsidised rent would be an 
additional burden. 

I am neither a rower nor a member of the Isle 
of Ely Rowing Club but as a local resident who 
likes to see fair play I have to ask, where is the 
community benefit in this? 

I assume the CUBC must have charitable sta¬ 
tus, which is why it is not required to make a 
financial contribution to the infrastructure of 
Ely. However, I am sure the CUBC has a phil¬ 
anthropic conscience and would prefer to 
make an appropriate contribution to our com¬ 
munity. As a start, perhaps the CUBC may like 
to offer the Isle of Ely Rowing Club significant 


help in providing the basic facilities for the 
club to get started without facing an unreason¬ 
able financial barrier. 

Like many armchair athletes, I enjoyed 
watching the outstanding rowing triumphs of 
the 2012 Olympic Games. The Olympic legacy 
was to encourage people to participate in 
sport, including rowing. As a result, rowing is 
no longer perceived as only for the privileged 
and advantaged - demonstrated by our local 
rowing club, which is non-elitist, welcomes 
rowers of all ages and abilities and supports its 
local community. 

Should the Cambridge University Boat Club 
planning application be successful, and in lieu 
of the club not having to make a Community 
Infrastructure contribution, may I suggest they 
share some of that privilege and advantage 
with the Isle of Ely Rowing Club.

Pair deny murder of OAP 


Man who died in toilets named 

A MAN who was found dead in public toilets 
in Ely has been named as Slawomir 
Krzewinski. 

The 48-year-old, of Hills Lane, Ely, was dis¬ 
covered in the public toilets at Sacrist Gate 
on March 28. 

The cause of his death has been given as 
unascertained. An inquest into Mr 
Krzewinski’s death has been opened and 
adjourned pending further enquiries. 


A TRIAL will be held into the death 
of pensioner Llywelyn Thomas 
after two men denied his murder. 

Three men appeared at the Old 
Bailey on Friday over the killing of 
76-year-old Mr Thomas, whose 
body was found in his Chittering 
home in December 2011. 

Frankie Parker, 25, of Nene Road, 
Ely, and Gary Smith, 20, of no fixed 
address, pleaded not guilty to mur¬ 
dering the retired farmer. 

Earlier, at the same court, co-

defendant lohn Smith, 66, of 
Woldgate, Bridlington, denied a 
charge of assisting an offender. 

They made their pleas at a plea 
and case management hearing 
before Mr Justice Singh at London’s 
Central Criminal Court, more 
commonly known as the Old 
Bailey. 

The case will go to trial at 


Cambridge Crown Court on July 1, 
after a preliminary hearing at the 
Old Bailey on May 24. 

Detectives believe the murder 
could have been a botched burgla¬ 
ry. 

Mr Thomas’ son, Richard, left his 
father’s house at about 5pm after a 
Christmas visit. Police know the 
pensioner watched the final of 
Strictly Come Dancing because he 
spoke to a friend on the telephone 
while it was on. 


His body was discovered the next 
day at the top of the stairs of his 
rambling house and converted 
chapel. 

Mr Thomas, a keen car collector, 
had a silver Rover 75 estate parked 
outside his home which was found 
abandoned in Church Lane, 
Milton, after it was stolen. 

Parker and Gary Smith were 
remanded in custody, while John 
Smith was granted conditional 
bail.

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Staff could 
lose jobs at 
busy health 
centre in Ely 


STAFF at one of Ely’s busiest doctors’ 
surgeries could be made redundant as 
a new company has been appointed to 
run it. 

NHS England has announced that the 
Staploe Medical Centre in Soham has 
been awarded the contract to run the 
Cathedral Medical Centre, based at 
Ely’s Princess of Wales Hospital. 

The NHS insists the changeover, 
which will happen on April 28, will not 
affect patients and that all services and 
clinics will operate at the centre as nor¬ 
mal. 

However, it cannot guarantee that all 
staff currently employed at the 
Cathedral Medical Centre will keep 
their jobs. 

A statement released by NHS England 
said: “NHS England expects that some 
of the existing staff will remain and the 
newly appointed provider will bring in 
some new staff over the coming 
months”. 

The surgery is currently run by 
Practice PLC. 

Peter Wightman, interim director of 
commissioning for the East Anglia area 
team of NHS England, said: “NHS 
England is committed to ensuring con¬ 
tinuity of care for all patients registered 
with the practice, therefore all services 
and clinics operating from 
the Cathedral Medical 
Centre will continue as nor¬ 
mal. 

“All patients already regis¬ 
tered will continue to 
receive their care at the 
centre and there is no need 
to re-book any existing 
appointments. 

“Repeat prescriptions can 
be ordered as usual and all 
contact details for the prac-

tice remain the same.” 

Practice PLC will cease operating the 
centre from midnight on April 27, but 
Mr Wightman said the firm will work 
together with the Staploe Medical 
Centre and NHS England to “ensure a 
smooth handover of responsibilities”. 

He said: “We would like to take this 
opportunity to thank the doctors and 
staff employed by Practice PLC for their 
service to patients. 

“The Staploe Medical Centre, who are 
an experienced local provider of Family 
Doctor services, will take on the con¬ 
tract for five years ensuring a period of 
stability for the service for patients and 
will be contacting all patients with 
regards to their new role.” 

“The process to select a new provider 
was undertaken following the European 
Union procurement guidelines and the 
Department of Health’s procurement 
framework. 

“The process was also supported by 
two patient representatives from the 
Cathedral Medical Centre alongside the 
East of England’s Collaborative 
Procurement Hub, to ensure the pro¬ 
cess was fair, open and 
transparent, enabling us to 
secure the best provider of 
services for the patients of 
the centre.”

they need. 

“I would urge anyone 
who is a victim of abuse 
to contact police or one 
of the many support ser¬ 
vices available.” 

The latest crime survey 
for England shows that 31 
per cent of women and 18 
per cent of men have 
experienced some form 
of domestic abuse since 
the age of 16. 

Almost a year ago the 
force launched the 
DAISU (Domestic abuse 
investigation and safe¬ 
guarding unit), to inves¬ 
tigate all domestic abuse 
crimes.

CALLS are being made for Ely’s 
Saturday park and ride service 
to be reinstated now that car 
parking charges have been 
dropped. 

Residents are urging council 
chiefs to bring back the weekly 
service, insisting it would boost 
the city’s weekend trade and 
tourism. 

Malcolm Shaw, from 
Haddenham, said: “The council 
has axed car parking charges as 
finally it admitted the charges 
would have had a hugely detri¬ 
mental impact on the city centre. 

“Now the council needs to 
bring back the Saturday park 
and ride service. I know lots of 
people from Haddenham and 
the surrounding villages who 
would start to come into Ely 
more if they did. 

“Times are tough and the coun¬ 
cil should be doing everything in 
its power to support local busi¬ 
nesses and boost tourism. 
Re-introducing the park and ride 
service would certainly do that.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council scrapped the service in 


November 2011, saying it was 
underused and cost too much to 
run. 

It cost taxpayers £15,506 a year 
- plus £3,700 a year to hire the 
area from Ely College in 
Downham Road. At the time, an

average of 450 people used the 
service each Saturday - a figure 
which accounted for both jour¬ 
neys.

‘Pleasing’ crime 
figures revealed 


CRIME in East 
Cambridgeshire has dra¬ 
matically reduced in the 
last year - with the excep¬ 
tion of burglary which 
has risen by almost 10 per 
cent. 

Statistics produced by 
Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary for the year 
ending March 31, show 
that in 2012/13 crime in 
the Ely area has dropped 
radically by 20.1 per cent. 

In 2011/12, there were 
3,602 crimes in the dis¬ 
trict and in 2012/13, a 
total of 2,877 crimes were 
recorded. 

The figures show that all 
crime apart from burgla¬ 
ry has reduced. 

In 2011/12, there were 
226 burglaries recorded 
but in 2012/13 that figure 
has risen to 245 - an 
increase of 8.4 per cent.

The number of robber¬ 
ies has reduced by 63.6 
per cent, vehicle crime 
has dropped by 30.1 per 
cent and arson has 
reduced by 62.5 per cent. 

Criminal damage inci¬ 
dents have also dropped 
by 26.9 per cent and theft 
and handling crimes have 
reduced by 19.8 per cent. 

Across Cambridge shire 
as a whole, there 
was a 10.1 per 
cent drop in 
crime. 

The force’s 
assistant chief 
constable, 

Mark Hopkins, 
said: “The force 
has undergone ^ 
significant 
changes in the 
past two years so 


I am very pleased that we 
have maintained our 
focus on tackling crime. 

“It is particularly pleas¬ 
ing to see more than 5,000 
fewer victims of crime in 
the past year. 

“These reductions in 
crime have also been 
achieved in a challenging 
economic climate when 
the assumption might 
have been that crime 
would rise. 

“However, we 
will not be com¬ 
placent. 

The financial 
constraints on 
the force con¬ 
tinue and it is 
our priority to 
ensure 
f Cambridge 
shire remains a 
hostile place for 
criminals.”

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Road safety 
fears over 
new homes 


NEWS that almost 20 new homes 
are to be built on land off one of 
Ely's busiest roads has sparked 
fresh calls for safety improve¬ 
ments along the route. 

Worried residents have been 
calling for road safety improve¬ 
ments in Lynn Road for some time, 
insisting people are at risk when 
crossing the road.

“Our road really cannot cope with 
the extra traffic that 19 new homes 
will bring. What we need to see 
now is some dedication from the 
county council to improving road 
safety in Lynn Road.”

Love Is All You Need (15,116 mins) 

IN her recent films, Oscar-winning Danish 
director Susanne Bier has meditated on 
the ability of the human spirit to endure 
all-consuming grief. 

Perhaps hankering for some light relief, 
she dons her sunglasses and SPF25 for 
this life-affirming comedy set at an idyllic 
villa on the breathtaking Sorrentine 
Peninsula. 

Love Is All You Need is an appealingly 
frothy confection about two damaged 
souls offered a second chance at 
happiness when they least expect but 
most need it. 

The literal translation of the film's 
Danish title Den Skaldede Frisor is The 
Bald Hairdresser and this succinctly sums 
up heroine Ida (Trine Dyrholm), who has 
undergone chemotherapy as part of her 
breast cancer treatment. 

Ida returns home from a check¬ 
up to find her oafish husband Leif 
(Kim Bodnia) in flagrante delicto with 
blonde accountant Tilde (Christiane 


Schaumburg-Muller). 

It's a devastating blow and Ida leaves 
him to catch a flight to Sorrento, where 
their daughter Astrid (Molly Blixt Egelind) 
is due to marry her handsome fiance 
Patrick (Sebastian Jessen). 

In the airport car park, Ida absent- 
mindedly backs into a car being driven by 
English widower Philip (Pierce Brosnan), 
who has thrown himself into his work - 
fruit and vegetable wholesale - following 
the death of his wife. It transpires that 
Philip is Patrick's father and is also 
heading to the ceremony. 

Her tenderness and honesty are a tonic, 
kindling a spark of attraction between 
the strangers, but personal relationships 
become strained when Ida's cheating 
husband arrives with Tilde in tow. 

The wedding conceit and sun-baked 
locales of Bier's film conjure fond 
memories of Mamma Mia! but Love Is All 
You Need dodges the ABBA songbook 
while still peddling a winning formula of 
fizzing dialogue and longing glances.

Allotments: 


don't give up! 


HIS commitment to show gardens for 
the RHS Chelsea Flower Show the 
past two years has meant that garden 
designer Cleve West’s beloved allotment 
has suffered as weeds have sprung up 
and slugs and snails have built their own 
thriving community among his prized 
vegetables. 

While city dwellers may have romantic 
notions about wandering down to their 
plot on a balmy summer's evening to 
admire their crops and pick ripening 
fruits to add to their organic dinner 
table, West is much more realistic, 13 
years after he took on his west London 
plot (now expanded to 20 rods, four 
times the normal size). 

"Many have bought into allotments 
since they became part of the 
horticultural Zeitgeist that seemed to 
sweep in as the new millennium got 
under way. 

"But what the books don't tell 
you is that a large proportion of new 
allotment tenants give up within a 
year, overwhelmed by the time needed 
to keep the plot in good shape," he 
observes as he charts his own allotment 
experiences in his book, Our Plot.

"Allotments have been billed as 
something wonderfully romantic, which 
they can be. But writers often turn a 
blind eye to the fact that tending an 
allotment does take up a lot of time and 
people get disillusioned quite quickly 
when they do all the initial clearing and 
then within about three or four weeks 
it's all weedy again. They didn't see that 
as being part of the bargain." 

So how much time will you need 
to spend on a plot? "Well, if you're 
growing food to save money, whatever 
you do, don't add up the time it takes 
to produce your own food and apply 
an hourly rate to it. It will only depress 


you," he warns. 

"The National Society of Allotment 
and Leisure Gardeners estimates 
that, for a five-rod plot (250 sq m), a 
gardener will spend just over 200 hours 
a year tending it. That sounds about 
right. We each spend at least one full 
day a week at the plot and often more 
during the busy period of sowing and 
growing between March and July." 

When West says a day, he doesn't 
mean office hours. He's talking at least 
12 hours, but it's not impossible, he 
points out. 

"Those who do persevere are often 
pleasantly surprised to find that 
allotments are not only about growing 
food, they are a way of life." 

He advises newcomer plotholders to 
keep motivated by growing potatoes, 
squash or other vegetables with big 
leaves, which will be good ground cover 
and help prevent weeds taking over. 

"Lower your expectations in the first 
year or two, just while you get the hang 
of it. You will get upset when things 
don't grow or things get eaten. 

"I've never had a decent asparagus 
crop, but I'm not giving up."
